Constellation plane with French 
Boxer Marcel Cerdan and 47 oth­ 
ers aboard fell in flames today on 
a rocky island in the Azores. 
Witnesses said they saw the 
plane fall flaming over a moun- 
tian top in th Algarvia district 
near Sao Miguel island’s north­ 
east coast. Possibly because of 
bad weather and poor visibility, 
the Constellation hit a peak while 
heading for Santa Maria airport, 
90 miles away in the 
Azores, 
witnesses said. 


Believe Some Survive 
Some of the 37 passengers and 
11 crewmen are believed to have 
survived. 
Rescue 
teams 
were 
rushing to the scone. The passen­ 
gers 
were said by A ir France 
to include 10 Americans and two 
Canadians. The plane had been 
missing for eight hours. 
The 
Constellation 
was 
last 
heard from at 9:50 p. m. Thurs­ 
day, when the pilot radioed he 
was ready to land— in bad weath­ 
er—five minutes later on Santa 
Maria airdrome. The airport is in 
the rocky Azores island group, 
1,200 miles east of the Spanish 
coast. 
Cerdan. former world’s middle­ 
weight champion,, 
was enroute 
to the United States for a return 
bout Dec. 2 with Jake Lamotta, 
who 
took 
the title from the 
Frenchman last June. 
Eight planes 
and two boats 
set out searching for the airliner. 
It left O rly airport here at 3 p. 
m. Thursday, and was due in New 
York at 11 a m. today. 


Had Gasoline 
At the time the plane last ra- 
diod it was going to land, it had 
gasoline reserves for four more 
hours flying, airline officials said. 


At 6 a. m. A ir France dis­ 
patched a search plane from O rly 
field for the Azores. 
Among the 37 passengers was 
the young French woman con­ 
cert violinist, Ginette Neveu, and 
Cerdan’s manager, Jo Longman. 
The Constellation carried a crew 
of 11. 
Cerdan was exceedingly gay 
when he took the plane at O rly 
airfield yesterday, headed for his 
bout with Lamotta. 
“ W ith all my strength I want 
to get back that title that I so 
stupidly lost,” he told friends on 
the way to the airport.

these conditions, which include 
imp etigo, 
infected 
finger-nails, 
and fev er blisters, any irritating 
medicines may mak e the condi­ 
tion worse. 
Many p eop le are afflicted with 
rashes 
caused 
by 
sensitiv ity. 
These rashes are lik ely to be 
irritated by the ordinary antisep ­ 
tic p rep arations and they often 
fail to resp ond to p enicillin or 
the sulfonamide drugs. The new 
remedy work s well here, and 
also in eczema, p articularly if 
the rash is infected. It has been 
used in p soriasis, a condition in 
which there are scaly p atches on 
the limbs, k nees and other p arts 
of the body It is esp ecially use­ 
ful when the p soriasis is on some 
area that is easily irritated, and 
in those cases where there is a 
great deal of itching. 
Itching around the lower op en­ 
ing of the bowel is help ed by this 
p rep aration when there is some 
infection p resent. 
It would seem that this p rep ­ 
aration can be 
used, 
together 
with other forms of treatm ent, 
without causing difficulties,

iodine, it is suggested that it not 
be used for a long time

large areas in cases where there'

iodine. 
Howev er, such cases are most 
unusual. 
This p rep aration should not be 
used excep t when directed by a 
p hysician in cases which he se­ 
lects.
